Subject: — Imports—Established Importers—Import of parts and spares for cinema 
machinery and equipment—Hard ware iterns-perrnitled. 

No. 87-ITC(PN) /M. —Attention is invited to Appendix 31 of the current Red 
Book in which the licensing policy for import of cinema machinery and parts there¬ 
of has been indicated. 

2. It has been represented by the Cinematographic Trade that they are experi¬ 
encing difficulties in maintaining the old cinema machinery and equipment for 
want of essential hard ware items and that the same may bo allowed to be import¬ 
ed by Established Importers against their quota licences for cinema machinery and 
parts thereof. 

3. The matter has been considered and it has been decided that hard ware 

items required for the maintenance of cinema machinery and equipment which are 
not otherwise, banned for import, may be allowed to be Imported by Established 

Importers upto 2% of the face value of the quota licences for the under-mention¬
